Louisville, Ga., May 15.—(?)—In- 
‘dictments charging first degree mur- 
der were returned against a middle- 
aged mother and her daughter by the 
| Jefferson county grand jury today 
after investigating the circumstances 
ef poison being placed in the well of 
a neighbor, resulting in the death of 
one person and serious illness of seven 
other members of the family. 

The indictments charge that in Feb- 
ruary, Mrs. Annie May Willford, 55, 
and her daughter, Mrs. Eliza Ann Da- 
vis, 24, placed poison in the well of 
J. T. Kelly, a neighbor, on or. about 
February 12, causing the death of Mrs. 
Rosa E. Kelly, and serious iliness of 
seven other members of the family. 

The state in arresting the two 
women in connection with the illness 
and death of the Kelly family charged 
that they placed poison in the well 
to revenge themselves for their neigh- 
bor having tipped officers as to the 
whereabouts of Mrs. Davis’ husband. 
who was sought on a robbery charge. 

Since their arrest late in February 
the two women have been confined 
jn jail here, where six weeks ago Mrs. 
Davis gave birth to a boy. 

' Trial of the two women was set 
for Monday, May 21.

scathed, carrying virtually all their 
accessories. 

The building was erected in 1802 
and much sentiment was attached to 
it by the entire town and community. 
The building was partially covered by 
insurance. | 

The cause of fire is unknown, al- 
though it is though possible to have 


been caused by defective wiring. The 
school will resume the usual program 
in a wmearby building Wednesday 
morning.

Fear Is Held 


German Foreign Minister’s 
Condition Alarms as 
Heart Grows Weak. 


Berlin, May 15.—(#)—Dr. Gustav 
Stressemann, foreign secretary, 
reached another crisis late tonight in 
the illness which has caused grave 
fears to his family and in official 
circles. 

Just before midnight the three phy- 
sicians who are attending him were 
again called into a consultation be- 
cause of a general decline im the pa- 
tient’s general condition resulting 
from his. kidney disorder. 

No formal bulletin was issued by 
the physicians, but a member of the 
family left no doubt of the g:avity of 
the situation and said that a pos- 
sible turn for the worse before morn- 
ing would have to be reckoned with. 

Today it had appeared that Dr. 
Stresemann was somewhat improved 
following recession of the intestinal 
disurder which had contributed to his 
condition. His strength has been de- 
pleted by his recent inability to take 
nourishment and the physicians have 
found it necessary to supply stimu- 
lants to his heart action.

Tokyo, May 15.—(/)—The war 
office has instructed General Fu- 
kuda, commanding the Japanese 
forces at Tsinan, to demand the 
following terms of the Chinese na- 
tionalist government: 

First, a formal apology from 
Chiang Kai-shek, commanc.r-in- 
chief, in connection with the 
Tsinan incident; second, punish- 
ment of General Ho Yao-tsu, the 
nationalist commander, and others 
primarily responsible for the out- 
rages; third, suspension of hos- 
tilities, propaganda and war-like 
activities within 20 miles of Tsi- 
nan, Tientsin and the Shantung 
railway; fourth, the Chinese ne- 
gotiator must produce credentials 
from Chiang Kai-shek. 

General Fukuda is also instruct- | 
ed to release the Chinese prison- 
ers, but to detain their arms 
until a satisfactory settlement is 
reached.

Recommendation that the contract 
for laying the foundations of the new 
city hall at Washington and Mitchell 
streets be awarded to H. C. Fleming 
Co., Ihec., at a cost of $7,360, will be 
made to the bond commission and city 
council by special joint city hall com- 
mittees of both bodies, it was decided 
Tuesday afternoon at a meeting in 
the mayor's office. 

Advised by the city attorney that 
the wage scale, omitted by the Flem- 
ing company, could be attached after 
the bids were opened, the joint com- 
mittee decidéd in favor of the Fleming 
proposal, whichy was the lowest bid 
submitted out of six offers. The wage 
scale was attached subsequently, it 
was pointed out. 

The six bids follow: Fleming, 3%,- 
360: Arthur Pew, Jr., $8,220; Pal- 
mer-Spivey Construction company, 
$9,450; Converse-Myers Co,, Inc., 
$10,221; Grahn Construction com- 
pany, $10,780, and Joseph R. Coth- 
ran, $11,859.

The Elsas offer is now nearly three 
years old, and the city has never ap- 
propriated any money to match the 
donation. Mr. Elsas recently address- 
ed a Jetter to council asking that 
action be taken one way or the other 


so that he may make other provisions 
for the $100,000 jn his will if the 
city does not intend to accept the 
proposition. 

“Atlanta needs a medium-priced 
hospital for those people who are 
not charity cases, but who cannot af- 
ford to pay more than a small amount 
for their treatment,” Mr. Millican de- 
clared Tuesday, “I have discussed the 
matted with Raleigh+ Drennon, vice 
chairman of the committee, and other 
members, in the past few days, and 
we are agreed that the city ought to 
match Mr. Elsas’ generous offer.

POOLIDGE SIGNS 
REVAMPED BILL 
TO STOP FLOODS 


Measure. Winning Ap- 
proval After 5 Months 
in Congress Places Cost 
on Federal Treasury. 


Washington, May. 15.— (7) —The 
task of curbing the flood menace of 
the Father of Waters was taken over 
today by the federal government with 
the signing by President Coolidge of 
the Mississippi river flood control bill. 

The president’s signature trans- 
ferred to the statute books a solu- 
tion for one of the biggest domestic 
problems ever to confront congress— 
a problem of such magnitude that it 
brought a distinct departure from the 
long-standing policy of dealing with 
flood control projects. 

Heretofore the federal governmen} 
and states have cooperated in an ef- 
fort to control the Mississippi, but 
as a result of the disastrous flood of 
a year ago congress decided to make 
federal authority alone responsible for 
checking the waters that 31 states 
pour into the bottle-neck of the lower 
Mississippi valley. 

Five Months’ Job. 


For nearly five months congress 
wrestled with the problem with but 
slow progress. Finally the senate 
whipped the Jones bill Into shape and 
then dispatched it to the house in rec- 
ord time. House leaders also speeded 
up machinery and after a number of 
conferences with the president the 
measure was approved by an over- 
whelming vote. 

In line with the speed employed 
by congress in the latter stages of its 
consideration. Mr .Coolidge intends to 
appoint as soon as possible the civil 
engineer who, with the chief of army 
engineers and the head of the Mis- 
sissippi river commission, will consti- 
tute the board which will be in charge 
ef planning the engineering part. of 
the control work.

“AIR MAIL WEEK.” 


This week marks the 10th anni- 
versary of the inauguration of the 
country’s air mail service. It has 
been officially designated, therefore, 

‘Air Mail Week.’ 

Atianta is peculiarly interested, 
as the services to and from New 
York, and from and to New Orleans 
—night flying seven days in the 
week—are of tremendous help in 
the expediting of business. 


Shortly the service to Tampa and 
Miami will be résumed, and there- 
upon Atlanta will become an air 
mail hub second to none in the 
United States in importance. 

On May 15, 1918, a New York. 
to Washington air mail service on a_ 
route 181 miles long was inaugu- | 
rated. Today héarly 10,000 miles 
of air mail routes are in operation | 
in the United States, and air mail | 
planes fly more than 22,000 miles 
daily. 

The opening of the New York to, 
Atlanta and Atlanta to New Orieans | 
routes on May 1 completed ihe ex: | 
tension of trunk lines to all sec-| 
tions of the country. Thirty-one 
States, and the District of Columbia, 
are now connected by air’ mail. 
Contracts have been let for new) 
lines reaching three more states and 
bids received for a line reaching a! 
35th state. 


Although the numbers of stops. 
on-all air mail routes are limited, 
because of the speed transportation 
désired, they have been so selected | 
that by means of rail and stage con- | 
nections they serve completely the 
territory.in which they are located. 

Thus every point in the United 
States can be reached by air mail 
and in general many hours, and in 
some cases several days, can be, 
saved by sending by air mail letters 
to cities more than 500 miles away 
—the maximum distance that 
be covered by overnight railroad | 
mail. 

These interconnected rail and 
air lines make Atlanta and nearby 
cities and towns a definite part of | 
the air mail svstem of the country. | 

‘The general public is not well’ 

informed, perhaps, on how to use| 

the air mail. It goes at a fiat rate 

‘of 10 cents per half-ounce, regard- 

less of distance. Any stamps may 

be used, and any envelope may be 
used. The envelope must have' 
written upon it, when dropped into | 

a box, or at the postoffice, the

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When Tom Tibbles Dies 


Omaha, Neb,, May 
Preacher, fighter, writer and once 
candidate for the vice presidency, “Old 
Tom” Tibbles is dead. 

A 6-year-old runaway from his 


home in A ty county, Ohio, 
in 1846, Thomas Henry Tibbles was 
picked wp by an immigrant train en 
route to Kansas, Hardly was he in 
his ‘teens until he became an ardent 
member of the anti-slavery party. Be- 
fore he was 16 he was sentenced to 
be hanged as an abolitionist, and he 
escaped under a rain of bullets trom 
his captors. 


Later, in the civil war, Tibbles ac- 
tually was hanged by members of the 
band of the famous raider Quantrell, 
MHe was left swinging from a_ tree 
from which he was ¢ut down — by 
friends arriving at the climax of the 
hanging bee, 

At 16 Tibbles was 
fellow fighter with John Brown. 
During the civil war he was a scout 
and played a big part in the guer- 
rila warfare that took place in Mis- 
souri and Kansas.

Then came more sedate days. The 
war ended, Tibbles made a lecture 
tour, earnin enough to finish bis 
education. hen he was ordained as 
an Methodist minister, becoming one 
of the pioneer circuit riders of the 
middle border, 

Settling here, Tibbles became editor 
of ‘the Omaha Word-Herald. In 
1904 he was the populists’ candidate 


for vice president of the United 
States. Tibbles ended his conntction 


| with the World-Herald several years 


age to devote his time to study and 
w riting. 

When his first wife died, Tibbles 
was remarried to the famous “Bright 
Kyes,” beautiful Indian princess of 
the Ponca tribe. The couple made an 
extensive lecture tour, attracting wide- 
spread attention,
